Edmonton, Alta— The Provincial 
Public Works department hos — con- 
tracted for the construction of 100 
miles of roadway on the Jasper and 
Trans-Canada highway, the work to 
begin at once. Standard grading, to 
make ready for gravelling is called 
for in four projects that will total 
over a million cubic yards of excava- 
tion. Tenders Were opened Friday 
and awards of contracts were an- 
nounced Saturday. The four projects 
are as follows: Edson to Pedley on 
the Jasper highway, 18 miles; Pedley 
to the boundary of Jasper Park, 25 
miles; On the Trans Canada highway 
30 miles west of Cochrane to the 
boundary of Banff park, and Strath- 
more to Calgary, 27 miles.

U F A-C C F government has collect- 
ed for current account some $160,746-

cently that the $12,056,625.18 over ex 
penditure was the greatest for a 
change of government at this time. 

If ever a people needed a change of 
government it is the people of Alber 
ta, he said.
